MORE SUMMONED 
TO TELL ABOUT 


LONDON, July 29 -A sserting th at the United 
States has now advanced "to the very verge of 
war,” Prime Minister Winston Churchill an­ 
nounced today th at all B ritain’s armed forces had 
ben ordered to be at “concert pitch" on Septem­ 
ber I. 
Clearly indicating he expect* Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler to attem pt an invasion around that 
time, Churchill said: 
“We have to reckon with a gam bler’s despera­ 
tion. 
“We have to reckon with a criminal who by a 
mere gesture decreed death for three or four mil­ 
lion Russian and German soldiers . . . 
“The United States, the greatest single power 
in the world, I* rjvaitring in rising wrath aad 
conviction to the very verge of war.” 
Churchill praised Soviet Russia for dealing a 
“mighty blow to Germany for the first time in the 
war." 
The prime minister did not say that Hitler’s 
time-table actually called for invasion to begin 
the first day of September, which will be just two 


/ 


y ears from the date of the German attack on 
Poland which led to outbreak of war. 
But both he and Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden warned Britain to be ready for the unex­ 
pected. 
Gro unds Fo r Optimism 
Addressing the House of Commons in his first 
war review in several weeks, Churchill said that 
there were grounds for British optimism. 
"But It is wrong to suppo se,” he said, "that 
Russia o r the United States o f America Is g o ing 
to win this war for us.” 
“All our armed forces have been warned to be 
a t concert pitch on September I,” Churchill said. 
"We still stand as champion. If we fail, others 
will fa il. . . 
“We are not a totalitarian nation, but steadily 
and as fast as possible we are working into a to­ 
tal w ar organization. 
“Our American friends and helpers are making 
a great effort in a common cause. 
Our duty is 
to satisfy our American friends there is no mud­ 
dle and th at they are getting value for their 
money . 
"We welcome their criticism .”

Asserting that the United 
States has now advanced "to the very verge of 
war," Prim e Minister W inston Churchill 
an­ 
nounced today th a t all B ritain's armed forces had 
ben ordered to be at "concert pitch" on Septem­ 
ber I, 
Clearly indicating he expects Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler to attem pt an invasion around that 
time, Churchill said: 
"We have to reckon with a gam bler’s despera­ 
tion, 
"We have to reckon with a criminal who by a 
mere gesture decreed death for three or four mil­ 
lion Russian and German soldiers. . . 
“The United State*, the greaten single power 
In the world, I* r h a s t ing in rising wrath sad 
conviction to the very verge of war." 
Churchill praised Soviet Russia for dealing a 
"mighty blow to Germany for the first time in the 
war " 
The prime minister did not say that Hitler's 
time-table actually called for invasion to begin 
the first day of September, which will be just two 


years from the date of the German attack on 
Poland which led to outbreak of war. 
But both he and Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden warned Britain to be ready for the unex­ 
pected. 
Grounds For Optimism 
Addressing the House of Commons in his first 
war review in several weeks, Churchill said that 
there were grounds for British optimism. 
"B ut It I* wrong to suppose," be said, “that 
Russia or the United States of America Is going 
to win this war for us." 
‘‘All our armed forces have been warned to be 
a t concert pitch on September I," Churchill said. 
"W e still stand as champion. If we fail, others 
will f a il... 
"W e are not a totalitarian nation, but steadily 
and as fast as possible we are working into a to­ 
tal w ar organization. 
"Our American friends and helpers are making 
a great effort in a common cause. 
Our duty is 
to satisfy our American friends there is no mud­ 
dle and that they are getting value for their 
money. 
"We welcome their criticism ."

IT may he possible to keep bread prices 
* 
down, more or less, if people will 
forego some of the frills to which they

Henderson suggested that the higher cost 
of wheat and other ingredients of bread j 
he offset by cutting operating expenses 
rather than by raising prices.

The explanation which many house­ 
wives. and

Roagh It Gradually 
A boy from the city (it also ap­ 
plies to girls, but we will stick to 
the boy because it is more apt to 
apply to him), used to city ways 
goes to a summer camp in the 
woods. He is told that he is going 
to rough it, and get tough and that 
he is not to be a baby but like an 
Indian. Now he is not like an In­ 
dian at all, and I think this is 
really one of the potential dangers 
of camp life—that he will try to 
get to be an Indian too suddenly. 
He begins to live in a way that 
is totally foreign to him. 
His 
hours are different. He gets more 
exercise and exertion than he is 
used to. The food is coarser than 
what he gets at home. And he is 
at the age when he is particularly 
likely to have acute appendicitis. 
About Stomach-Ache 
So one morning it may happen 
he comes down with a stomach­ 
ache. And he has been told he 
mustn't be s baby and he is afraid 


to report it because he L afraid he 
will be called a sissy and the other 
boys will laugh at him. So he con­ 
tinues with his routine when he 
ought to be in bed, if not in the 
hospital. 
If he reports to the camp direc­ 
tor, that young outdoor enthusiast 
may decide that he is just home­ 
sick and wants to see his “Ma " 
Boys who complain are said to 
bellyache, so perhaps the camp di­ 
rector might be excused for being 
a little skeptical. 
Or the third and worst possibil­ 
ity is that either the boy on his 
own initiative, or the camp direc­ 
tor will give him a dose of a ca­ 
thartic without any further exam­ 
ination. Of course, of all things 
not to do in any case of bellyache, 
the foremost is to give a cathar­ 
tic; in appendicitis it may create 
a very dangerous situation. Then 
there may he delay, so operation, 
if necessary, 
performed under 
the worst conditions. 
The first thing to do in order *o 
obviate all these mistakes is to 
take the boy’s temperature. Re­ 
gard all bellyaches seriously. And 
don't try to make the boys at camp 
too tough right away. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. B.: “I am a boy aged 15, 
weight 105 pounds. I feel well and 
have no heart or lung complaint*. 
I am as strong as any of the fel­ 
lows, but they weigh 20 or 25 
pounds more than I do. What do 
you recommend'.”*

your height, but at age 15 you can 
not be very much underweight If 
you have no tuberculosis and no 
diabetes, you can afford to wait 
five years without worrying. You 
just have to eat more.
